Country-man, in the 

Quotations 1 gave you 
laft time out of the Rights and the Defence 
of it, which are Apparently Fal/e, of which 
{ then took no Notice, becaufe 1 wou’'d not 
be Diverted from Putfuing the Main Point, 
‘of his making the very Authority of God to 
be Deriv’d from the People. But 1 wou’d not 
have you think that I took thefe things as 
Granted, becaufe I faid Nothing to them at 
that time. 


(2.) Some of thefe things ate, That the 
ews had no Sett?'d Goverriment from their 
Coming out of Egypt to the Horeb Comraét, 
as he Calls it, when it was, as he fays, That 
the People Chofe God for their King. This 
is Apparently Fal/e, for they were all that 
Time under the Sett?d Government of MO- 
SES, as they were Afterwards. So that this 
Fancy'd Horeb Contraé made no Alteration at 
all in their Government. It remain’d aftér- 
wards Juft as it was before, under MMofes 
their King, who was Appointed and fet over 
them by Ged. And the End of that Glo- 
rious and Terrible Appearance at Horeb, was 
not to Change their Government, or giving 
them any Power to Chufe Another, but to- 


Confirm that Government which God had al- 


ready Plac’d over them, That they might 
the more Fear God and His Servant Ado/fes. 


(3.) Again the Rights fays, as Quoted 


_ in my Laft, That God did nog Miraculon 


Interpofe even among the Fews, till they had 
Chofe him for their King. This is, as he Ex- 
plains ix, till the Horeb-Contraé. This is’ 
Notorioufly otherwife, for ther were miany 
Miraculous et mse before that Time, 
not only of Won 


and State. The Supremé Cros! Goveramént 
having been Given to Mofes, and the Prieff- 
bood to Aaron and his Sons, by the Special 


ders wrought, but as to the’ 
. Settlement of the Government both in Church 





Command of God; not through any Jnter- 
vention or fo much as Recommendation of the 
People. Who knew not of Either, and Rejected 
Both when they were fent to them. .All 
the Tribes Contended with Azron for the 
Priefthood, and Each put in his Rod in Op- 
potion to him. And thar fame A%jfes 
whom they Refufed faying, who made thee a 
Ruler and a Fudge? The fame did God fend to 
be a Buler, &c.. At. vii. 35. So that the 
People had not the Choice given them either 
of Mofes or of Aaron. And: all this was 
before the fuppos’d Horeb-Contra. So that 
the Sez of Korah was Oppofing the Antho- 
rity of an High-Prieft, made by God; and 
not by any Power Deriv’d to Him by the 
People at the Horeb Contratt, as the Rights 
puts it. 


@) Ther are other things I ftay not 
fo Mention. Ther is hardly a Line in this 
Author but what is Fraught wich fuch 
Blunders as_thefe. And it is not ftrange, 
for this of God being Dependent upon the 
People, being laid by him as a Foundation, he 
gives every thing a Turn that way. Parti- 
cularly he was Oblig’d to make the Frame of 
the Government of the Fews Appear Corre/- 
pondent to his Notion of the Horeb-Contraét. 
In which he being totally A4;/faken; his Inferens 
ces from it muft be Accordingly. q 


(5+) Country-man. The Frame of the Femifh 
Government was the Unluckieft thing he Gou’d 
think of for his Parpofe to make. the: Charch 
DEPENDENT upon the State, or to Deftroy 
the Notion of two Independent Powers in the 
fame Kingdem. For nothing is more vifible, 
than that the Prieh ed among the Jews Was 
Eftablifhed by God INDEPENDENT of the 
Civil Government ; which cqu’d not Alter 
the Priefthood from the Tribe to which God 
had fix’d it; nor Change their Sacrifices and 
Method ot Worfhip. | wou'd faingglay what 
he has to fay to this.

(6.) Country-m. There he’s out again. For 
the Law about Sacrifices and Sacrificers (as he 
words it) was Effablifhed, and the Priefts 
were in Poffeffion of their Power, before what 
he calls the Horch Contratt. 


In the next place, ther was not a word | 


about Priefts or Sacrifiees in what was done at 
Horeb, There God gave them the ten Com- 
mandments, and it is faid, He added no more. 
Deut. 5. 22. Sothat the Priefthood ftood af- 
terwards as it was before;. it was neither 
then Inftituted, nor Chang’d or Alter’d. 


(7.) This Man is totally Jenorant. of the 
Scriptures. Let me go on with him, :A4after. 
Hefays the King was Limited, that he cou’d 
not meddle with the Prieffs, nor the Eftablith- 
ed Worfhip. Does not this Confound his 
whole Scheme, that ther cou’d not be two 
Indepent ‘Powers in the fame Kingdom? Were 
not the Priefts then Independent? It was made 
Death for any but the Priefts to Approach the 
Altar.’ And when the Great and (otherwife) 
Good King Uxziah (Fam’d far and near for 
his Suceeffes in War, whom God helped agaialt 

" the Philiftines, the Arabians, &c.) fought to 
Encroach upon the Priefthood, becaufe he was 
Strong, and thought that nothing, now was 
to be with-holden from him, is not this call’d 
bis Heart being lifted up to his Deftruction? (11. 
Chr. xxvi. 16.) It was Counted Arrogance 
and Prefamption in him to Afpire to the Prieft- 

‘hood, or to take upon him to Perform any 
Part of the Office of the Priefts of God. And 
it was to his Deffruftien. For tho’ ther was 
no Authority in the Kingdom to Execute. the 
Sentence of Death upon him, for his offering 
Incenfe, yet God Smote him with His own 
Hand, and he Dy’d a miferable Leper. And 
the Prieffs are call’d Valiant Men who witb- 
food him (not with Arms, for that had been 
Rebehion in them‘ tho’ he was then’ tranf- 
grefling the Law of God and of the, Lena, 
but); with the Proper Arms of the: Prief- 
hood, declaring the Law of God, to him, that 
the ‘Office of the Priefthood did not belong to 

“him; And Denouncing the Fudgement of God 
upon him for attempting it; which God im- 
mediatly Executed, in Vindication of the 
Priefthood which He had Ordain’d. This fure 
fhews Two Powers, Independent of each other, 
in their feveral Stations. “And'that ‘the Grear- 
vefs or Goodnefs of any King, cannot juftify 
him in Encroaching the leaft Tittle“ upon “the 


Office of the Priefthood, for that Appertaineth | 


poturto him. And Ged is the Avenger. 


(8.) Here the two Powers ftand before me 
as in -a Pitture, I See them, If the. Prief 


invade the Kingly Office, he is Guilty’ of 
Treafon,and the King may put him to Death, 
As Solomon told Abiathar, that he was worthy

(9.) On the other hand, if the King the 
vades the Priefis Office; ‘tho’ the Priefs have 
not the Power of the Sword, nor. can Raife 
Arms againft the King ; yet they. may be Vj. 
ant in Afferting their Righr, and. let the Rin 
know his Duty, and the. Fudgment' of God 
upon him, tho’ with the ‘hazard of theig 
Lives. As the fourfcore Valiant Priéfxtold 
Uxziah, It appertaineth not unto thee, Uzxiah 
to burn Incenfe unto the Lord, but ro the Priefl 
the Sons of Aaron, who are Confecrated to 
burn Incenfez Go omt, of the Sanéinary, for 
thou haft Tranfgreffed, neither fhall it be for 
thine Honour fromthe Lord God. 

And’ they did this with the hazard of their 
Lives. For it is faid in the’ next words, 
Then Uzziah was Wroth——— He took it ip 
Difdain,. That he who had Conquer’d Far 
and Near. broad, fhow’d now be Contronld 
at Home, by a Company of Paulery Priefts 
(as-the..Rights woud have cali’d them). who 
Durft teli him to his Face, Vhat this or that 
did not “ppertain to him, but tothem! Thus 
fetting Up two Independent Powers in the fame 
Kingdom‘! And te hop’d that God who had 
Help'd him, and {9 wonderfully Pilefd bis 
Arms againt thee Philiftines and Arabian, 
wou'd not let his /onour fall before the Info 
lense of thefe Priefs, who thought him not 
worthy (tho’ he was a very Good King, -and 
Favour’d of God) to burn a little Jncen/e be- 
fore the Lord in the Temple, becanfe (forfooth) 
they were Confecrared to it! Asif be were not 
as Worthy a Perfon as any.of Them! And as if 
God wou'd not Accept it from the Hands of a 
Magnificent and Pious KING, as well as from 
the Hands of a poor Prieft, who perhaps was 
not fo Gooda Man! Thus, we may fappof, 
Uzziah Argud within himfelf. (At leak . 
ther are many now a.days wou’d argue thus 
for him) Therefor he Scorn’d to Submit to the 
Pricfis, and to Go ont of the Sanétuary, as. they 
bid him ; bue on the contrary, he was Re- 
folv'd to Go on, and he took a Cenfer in bis 
hand, to burn Incenfe. And when he had done 
it, it islikely might have Punifh'’d thofe Priefts, 
with whom he was fo Wroth. However they 
Run the Hazard of it. .But God interpos’d, 
and let him know, that this of Invading the 
Priefts Office, was Lifting up his Heart, and 
an Ambition in him, beyond his Trinmphing 
over Conquer’d Nations. And God made good 
the words of His Prie/fs, that this fhou’d not 
be to his Honour, And Smote him upon the 
Spot with Lepro/y. _Which thruft him out not 
only from the Temple, but from the Government, 
And heliv’d in aSeveral Houfe, being a Leper; 
for be was cut off from the Houfe of the Lord; and 
Fatham his Son was over the Kings: Honfe, Fudg- 
ingthe, People of the Lord, So that both his 
‘Ltfe and Government went for his Prefumption.
